was made by Dr. Donald A. Laird, 
of Colgate university. He is direc­ 
tor of the psychological laboratory 
in that institution and for a long 
time has been studying the effects 
of noises on xvhite rats. 
Dr. 
Laird 
believes 
that 
the 
noises of American cities actually 
stunt the growth. Let me quote his 
statem ent: "For more than a year 
we have been following through 
the effects of city noises on white 
rats, 
yielding 
results 
which it 
would take about 30 years’ obser­ 
vations 
upon 
humans to obtain. 
Rather startling effects have been 
recordetl. 
"For instancy, the rats kept iii 
relative quiet eat two or three per 
cent more food than their brothers 
aud sisters that are kept under the 
electrically duplicated city noises; 
hut with only this sm all advantage 
in appetite, as shown by food con­ 
sumption, the rats kept under the 
quiet conditions 
grow somewhat 
around IO per cent more rapidly. 
"These 
scientifically controlled 
observations on anim als are paral­ 
leled and confirmed by measure­ 
m ents of city and country children, 
which reveal almost Invariably a 
greater rate of growth among the 
country boys and girls ” 
Of course it will take a lot of 
confirmatory work to prove that 
Dr. Laird is righ t It would be easy 
to point out objections to bis con 
elusions. For instance, there may 
be those who will dispute his Anal 
statem ent that "m easurem ents of 
city and country children . . . re 
veal 
alm ost invariably a greater 
rate of growth among the country 
boys and girls. 
But setting aside such objections 
there can 
bo 
no doubt that the 
noises of a city have created a se­ 
rious public health problem. 
This 
troubled m e all the time I was 
com m issioner of health of th e city 
of N ew York. In that great com 
m unity of six m illions of 
active 
persons, to say nothing of the mil­ 
lions of autos and trucks, there is 
bound to be clatter and din that 
are alm ost deafening. 
If th ese noises actually impair 
the appetite, there can be no doubt 
that growth would be unfavorably 
affected. But even though growth 
1s not affected, broken rest and 
irritated nervous sytem s are bad 
for the human race. 
Every city should give heed to 
the problem of noise. There are 
so m any devices for deadening 
sound that a system atic and earn­ 
est cam paign would result in great 
improvement.
